REGULATIONS ISSUED.

regulations under the Road Transport Act, 
1952, have been issued by the Department of 
Industry and Commerce. The Act provides 
that the Minister may appoint a day on and 
after which ho person shall carry on a road 
passenger service, save under and in accord- 
ance with a licence granted to him under the 
Act. By Order, the Minister has fixed the 
26th July, 19352, as the appointed day, and

AN EXPECTED SURPLUS, 


Senator CONNOLLY, Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs, submitting an estimate for 
£60,310 in respect of wireless broadcasting, 
said that last year's accounts had: yet to 
he checked, but it was expected they would 
show a surplus of revenue over expenditure. 
The total revenve of £50,229 | included

The total expenditure out of last 
year’s vote was £51,336, which showed a 
gross, surplus of £7,895.

sufficient to cover the needs of the broad- 
casting service. The total expenditure in the

The estimated 
revenue from wireless licences during the 
rey year was £16,000, from advertisements 
£5,000, and from Customs tax on wireless 
ap : 000, making a total revenue of 

000, and giving an estimated deficit of 
£7620. 

The number of licences issued during the 
year 1951-32 was 28,683, the number of vatve 
sets being 24,968, and crystal sets 3,715. In 
addition, there were 187 licences at £1 each 
and 70 at £5 each. The increase in the total 
number of ligences was 2,700. The revenue 
from advertisements in sponsored programmes 
was estimated at £1,500, but in the event of 
those_program.pes being continned from the 
high-power station a much hicher revenue 
should he realised.

HISTORICAL DRAMA. 


Another geographical basis of Petty’s study 
of Ireland was physical geography and 
climate. It was interesting to note that he 
had a clear idea of organisation for meteord- 
logical observations by a number of meteora- 
logical stations scattered throughout the 
eountry. The “' Political —— nin- 
cluded an essay on Irishfolk, though Petty 
knew nothing of the great Gaelic civilmation 
of the past, but he realised that Irishmen 


had ruined their country. “I see nothing 
in them inferior to other people, he wrote; 
and he made an appalling description of the 
destitution of three-fourths of the population 
living “in cabins without fixed hearths,” 
so that the economic value of the bumane 
element was much lower than it otherwise 
should have been. 

The economic condition of the country, 
and especially of agriculture, was cleyerly 
treated, though often by curious reckoning, 
‘which sometimes was mere guesswork. How- 
ever, Petty was one of the founders of 
modern statistics. 

The views on the relations between Ireland 
and England are founded on the idea of an 
economic union, then of a political union of 
the kingdoms; and he sincerely considered 
it a benefit for Ireland to be thoroughly 
Anglicised. 

As soon as 1662, then on the “ Political 
Anstomy, he suggested ‘ transmutation ”’ 
of the Irish péople by settling one-qyaarter 
of them in England and replacing them ip 
Ireland by an equal number of Englishmen. 
Later, he made a plan for the removal of the 
whole population of Ireland and of the Scot- 
tish Highlands to England, and the Trish isle 
would have been put on sale, considering that 
its possession was rather a cause of political 
weakness for its possessor. At the end of his 
life, in the “' Treatise of Ireland,” he gave 
the Irish Utopia a definite form. One million 
of Irish folk would have settled in England: 
the remaining 300,000, as he calculated, would 
have been kept in Jreland—Ireland being 
turned into a huge ranch for cattle and 
sheep-—to act as cowherds, cowmaids and 
shepherds. 

_ Petty called these “ Utopia’s dreams,” but, 
in fact, they now seem to have been pro- 
pretc, as they contained the seed of the 

Jnionist policy and the terrible depopulation 
of the nineteenth century, when. grazing 
gradually took the place of tillage. The final 
aim was the destruction, not of Irish people, 
but of the Irish nationality. From the poli- 
tical standpoint Petty’s theories are tanta- 
mount to the treatment of the peoples, in 
England as in Ireland, as a kind of human 
material at the disposal of the State, more or 
less like cattle in a farmer's hands. In that 
way they could say that he was a precursor 
of State Socialism.
